will answer as a substitute for a time, until 
the poor settler can do better.

I am much inside the limits of 
truth, for we might have gone on to state, 
that this acre could be made to produce a 
large quantity of various shrubbery, such as 
currants, raspberries, &c.,_ £c. But do not 
forget ono thing.

while your fruit trees arc young. Don't seed 
to grass.

The telegraph wires have been burdened 


for days with the proceedings of public 
gatherings 
in Virginia, the Carolinas, 


Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi and Louis- 
iana, the organization of armed bodies of 
volunteers, and the deliberations of the 
Georgia and South Carolina Legislatures, 
following immediately upon Messages of 
the State Executives, all breathing one 
sentiment and determination, Secession 
from the American Union and the forma- 
tion of a separate and independent Confed- 
eracy. Senator Chcsnnt of South Carolina 
and Senator Toonibi of Georgia together 
with a large number of the Federal Officers 
in several of the States above named, have 
resigned their offices, and decided to stake 
their fortunes in the new movement. 


Why this unnatural proceeding? 
IVIiy 


this effort to sever the fraternal bands which 
unite us a nation ? Why this launching 
out into a new, untried governmental ex- 
periment whose foreshadowing!) jiorlcnd 
gloom, and sorrow, and desolation to a 
whole people ? 


The Secessionists claim that the equality 


of ihe States has been subverted by the 
election of AHK.HI.UI LIXCOI.X to the Pres- 
idency of the United States: that the rights 
of property in fifteen of the-sovereign nnd 
independent States of this I'nion are, there- 
fore, no longer safe; that they have a right 
at any time to withdraw from the Union, 
and to remain longer therein is to sacrifice 
the last vestige of their rights nnd liberties. 


We believe we have fairly stated their 


position. 


We confess to no surprise at an cbulitinn 


of indignation on the part of our Southern 
brethren on account nf the success of mod- 
ern licpnblicanism in the choice of a J'res- 
dent, because they know that (ho predomi- 
nating sentiment of that political organiza- 
tion is and has been unremitting and deep 
seated abhorrence of Xegro Servitude as 
that institution exists in nearly one-half of 
the l/'nion, and an active resistance to the 
enforcement of the law for the recovery of 
fugitives.
